VISITORS GREETED WARMLY 


All Officers and Crew Say the Maine 
Explosion Was Accidental. 


EAGERNESS SHOWN TO EXPRESS SORROW 


Battleship Is One of the Best, Fleetest 
and Most Graceful of the Queen 
Hegent’s Navy. 


New York, February 19.—A reporter of 
the Associated Press boarded the Spanisit 
cruiser Viscaya at 8:45 o’clock# a. m,. to- 
day in company with Commander Sobral, 
naval attache of the Spanish legation at 
Washington, Vice Consul Mariano Fabre- 
gas Setelo, Don Manuel de Suarez, secre- 
tary of the Spanish consulate and a de- 
tective detailed by Chief of Police McCul- 
lough. 

As Commander Sobral was not 
form the marines were not lined up to re- 
ceive the visitors and the formal welcome 
was replaced by hospitable greetimgs in 
true Castilian style. Captain Antonio 
Sulate shook hands cordially with his 
visitors. 

Everybody on board kflew of the Maine's 
fate, and from the youngest apprentice to 
‘the senior officer were eager to express 
their sorrow. 

An officer leng in the Spanish navy said: 

“The loss of so mahy brave men and so 
fine a ship is an appalling catastrophe. The 
American navy and people have our sincere 
Sympathy.’ 

The idea that the Maine was destroyed 
by treachery was scorned. Not an officer 
on board would for a moment entertain 
any solution of the disaster except that it 
was caused through accident. 


Say Maine Explosion Was Accident. 


“Such things have happened,” an officer 
would say. “‘It is terrible, but it ls part 
of the lot of the battleship. In péace her 
danger is ten times as great as in war.”’ 


No’ one could be found on board who 
evinced the slightest anxiety as to the 
safety of the Viscaya while in New York 
harbor. xpressions on the subject of the 
extraordinary precautions taken for their 
protection were guarded. 

The trip of the Viscaya from Las Palmas 
to New York was not without incident. 
Between the Bermudas and Cape Hatteras 
she ram into a series of minor cyclones, 
which ended ina _ hurricane. Captain 
Eulate, speaking of his boat’s behavior, 
said: 

“She is a magnificent sea boat, and de- 
spite thirty-four hours battering of heavy 


seas, no accident occurred, nor was a man 
injured.’’ 


This hurricane explains the tardiness of 
the Viscaya’s arrival here. The trip across, 
however, was taken leisurely and no at- 
tempt was made to fest the remarkable

Arrival of Viscaya Causes No Appre- 
hension in Washingon. 

Washington, February 19.—The Spanish 
legation has been expecting the arrival of 
the Spanish cruiser Viscaya at New York 
and Senor Du Bose, the charge, has been 
in communication with the Spanish consul 
general at New York and Lieutenant So- 
bral, the naval attache of the legation 
who is now at New York, concerning the | 
movements of the ship. 

Mr. Du Bosc feels no apprehension over 
the presence of the ship in American wa- 
ters, but he has given instructions for such 
precautions as may seem to be justified by 
the circumstances. These will be fn the 
hands of the consul general and ‘Mr. Du 
Bosc and his staff Have no present intention 
of going to New York. The precautionary | 
measures are merely those of maintaining | 
an efficient patrol about the ship. 

Aside from the instructions going through 
Mr, Du Bosc, the Spanish naval authorities 
at New York are in communication with 
the minister of marine at Madrid. 

In view of the feeling that there need be 
no apprehension it is understood by the 
Spanish authorities that there will be no 
restrictions on visiting the Viscava beyond 
the necessary precautions of preventing an 
tndiscriminaté crowding by the public at 
large. Mr. Du Bosc called at the state de- 
partment at noom and officialiy informed 
the authorities of the presence of the Vis- 
caya in American watefs.

Spanish Warship Will Not Remain 
Long, in New York.

AMERICANS MUST DO WORK 


Formal Request Made for Permission To 
Inspect Wrecked Ship's Hull, 


NEGATIVE ANSWER IS HURRIED. BACK 


The Chief Executive Says Spain May 
Make an Examination After the 
Board of Inquiry Has Com- 
pleted Its Work of In- 
spection.

Washington, February 19.—(Spectal.)—At 
last there is evidence of a small modicum 
of backbone at the white house. The 
president has declared that this govern- 
ment proposes to make the first examina- 
tion of fie hull of the Maine. 


Respectfully, but in language whose 
meaning cannot be mistaken, he de- 
clines the request of the Spanish au- 
therities for a joint investigation. 

He accompanies this declaration with 
assurance that every facility will after- 
wards be extended the divers sent down by 
the Spanish authorities, but is patriotically 
emphatic in contending that this govern- 
ment will make its own examination first. 

It is the first evidénce that we have had 
of any Americanism under:the present ad- 
ministration. Perhaps this is a small mat- 
ter, and yet it may prove a mogt import- 
ant one, 

“The president's reply sent through <As- 
sistant Secretary Day means that this gsov- 
ernment will insist upon its rights to say 
for itself, on the testimony of its own citi- 
zens, what caused the great disaster which 
has brought two nations to the very brink 
of war—to say whether it shall mean war 
or peace, 

Produces Favorable Comment. 

The president’s position has called forth 
favorable comment on all sides. Of course 
it is nothing more than he should have 
done, nothing more than he is bound in 
fhonor to do; but there has been such a‘uni- 
form absence of*the American spirit in the 
attitude of this ad@ministration toward 
Spain that for this release from it there is 
a general tendency to give thanks. 

Of course if we had had some backbone 
in the white house before this, the deplora- 
ble disasfer would have been averted, but 
that is another question. 

At first it was feared that because the 
harbor where the ship lies is Spanish 
grounds the president would be inclined to 
accede to the request of the Spanish of- 
ficials. 

But it was so clearly shown to him 
that the control of the ship and every- 
thing belonging to it is under the extra 
territorial rights of the United States 
that the president was strengthened 
in his position against allowing the 
Spanish government to participate in 
the investigation. 

This decision has had a healthy effect 
here in Washington, and has done much 
more toward allaying excitement than all 
of the accident talk indulged in by the 
president and those officials of the navy 
department who have followeq the lead 
of his suggestion. It shows that ihe ad- 
ministration is- seeking to ascertain all. 


thoroughly convince the people at large 
that the truth will be laid bare ut what- 
ever cost, and it is the truth which the 
people want. 

There is no question in interiational law 
as to the rights of a nation cver the decks 
of its ships wherever they may be. Such 
rights certainly maintain even if the ship 
is sunk beneath the waters. The United 
States has the right to sole conirol over 
that wreck and until it has satisfied ficelf 
as to whether that wreck was cause] by 
accident or was the result of foul Ppiay 
and has rescued so much of the property 
as it may desire, its extra-terr torial rights 
should be maintained. There is no ques- 
tion of the wisdom of the president’s pesi- 
tion so far as its effect upon the country 
goes. . 

People Are with Sigsbee. 

There has been a decided tendency here 
and the same feeling ‘s reported fiem all 
over the country, to resent the aparent 
determination of the pre;'deit omi Secre- 
tary Long that the pe»ple shall be made 


bos 


to believe the disaster waa an accidk nt. 
That solution of the problem mist neces- 
sarily involve criminal negligence en the 
part of somebody in charge of the Maine,, 
presumably, of course, its captain, who is 
responsible for: the acts of all of those 
under him. : 3 
When, therefore, the president and secre- 
tary of the navy declare that the trouble 
was internal rather than external, they 
placed under ban of gravest suspicioh one 
of the ablest, most thorough and most con- 
scient‘ous officers of the navy and all of 
the gallant officers and men under him. 
There could be no accident which was not 


‘directly or indirectly the result of careless- 


ness somewhere. The people do not believe 
that there was such “negligence, and they 
are incHned to resent the president’s in- 
s’stence upon a theory which can only find 
its basis in such negligence. 

The feeling among the officers of the 
navy department that the Maine should be 
brought back at any cost finds hearty re- 
sponse on the part of leading members of 
congress, and, indeed, everybody.. The 
proposition is not only’ sentimental, but is 
practicable, according to the estimates of 
the men most familiar with such matters. 

Cost of Raising the Maine. 

Commodore Hichborn estimates - that 
with an expenditure not to exceed $1,000,000, 
the Maine could be restofed and put in 
perfect condition within six months. Many 
instances of.similar action by other gov- 
ernments are cited by the naval authorities. 
It is pointed out that the Maine lies in 
not over thirty-six feet of water, and that 
to get her from her present position at the 
bottom, of the harbor is not, as such mat- 
ters go, at all a difficult task. ‘ 

Commander Dickins, chief of the ‘bureau 
of navigation, shows that it is thoroughly 
practicable, and Mat for the expenditure 
of not over $1,000,000 the ship can doubtless 
be rebuilt, though to construct another 
entirely new would cost at least $5,000,000. 
Then,. the work of restoration would not 
take over a year at the outside, while to 
construct.a new ship of the same class 
takes at least three years. 

Of course in additicn to this practical] 
view of the officials of the navy \ depart- 
ment, there is the sentiment dictatea by 
honest patriotism that the Wnited States 
does not propose to abandon even the 
wreck of one of her gallant Bhips. The 
ringing words of Lawrence in the early 
days when our gallant little navy gave so 
s00d account of herself “Dont give up the 
ship,’’ still find echo 
heurt. 

One of the developments of the day 
of particular interest comes in the 
Shape of advice from Havana that a 
special messenger has been dispatched 
by Consul General Lee and Captain 
Sigsbee to bring to the authorities here 
at Washington inside facts concerning 
the disaster. 

Tonight Secretary Long denied ali know}- 
edge of such a messenger, but the story 
that one has been sent comes from a source 
ccnsidered very relicble. Unless there is 
something of that kind, there is no chance 
for any definite @evelopments until the in- 
vestigation board gets to its work on Mon- 
day. 

Naval Officers Show Our Weakness. 

“If I were a Spanish captain and war 
was declared between that country and 
this, I would be an admiral in a week.” 

In these words. one of the most promi- 
nent Officials of the navy department sum- 
med up the conditions of the American 
coast defenses. I had «alled to his atten- 
tion the reports mace by some membDei3 
of the house committee on Rivere and 
Narboro upon their current return trom a 
recent trip south While it was not within 
the province of their duties as members o! 
that committee, these gentlemen - were 
given an insight into the condition of the 
tortifications vo} the southern coasts, and 
it will be recalled that several members 
of the committee, in interviews published 
in The Constitution, expressed themselves 
as greatly surprised at the inadequacy otf 
the defenses at every point they visited. 

“They do not exaggerate the gituaiion at 
all,’” continued this official of the navy in 
our talk. “The tact is ti: wiile every- 
thing has been done that couid be dene with 
the resourc@s piaced at the disposal of this 
department for fortification purposes, the 
present conditions are about as far from 
Satisfactory ag they well could be.

coast, too, and there is hardly an available 
fortification which could be counted upon to 
do practical work in the whole lot. Where 
we have guns we have n° {oriification, and 
where-we have fortification we have ro 
guns. 

“In addition to this we have not enough 
ammunition for six hours’ fighting at amy 
point. Now, I have no doubt that the offi- 
clals of the Spanish government ure just 
as well advised of these facts as we our- 
selves are. They know every gun and 
the way into every harbor. In a week a 
Spanish cruiser, if handled as one of our 
ships would be handied under gimilar cir- 
cumstances, would lay waste half the :ities 
on the south Atlantic and gulf coasts and 
would do enough damage to American 
property to make its officers and men he- 
roes in the eyes of their countrymen and 
ite cOmmander and admiral. 

“The trouble with our legislators.” con- 
tinued this same navy official, “is that 
they are imbued with the same idea wich 
fills the minds of most of fhe Amer'c2an 
people—that is that we are invincible, that 
yankee grit would rise equal to anv emer- 
_€ency and that no matter how greatly we 
are overmatched in naval strength, or how 
inadequate our means of eoast defense, 
some way would be devised to bring us 
prompt and speedy victory. { have heard 
members of congress declgre that it was 
needless to appropriate money for fortitica- 
tions or for new ships because they be- 
lieved that if a war should come some yan- 
kee mind would discover new. methods 
which would render helpless the battleships 
of the navies of our enemies and that 
without very much trouble on our part. 
These men aré in the habit of quoting the 
instance of the ‘Monitor. whose appearance 
on the scene at the most critical juncture 
in the late war brought victorv on the 
seas to the forces of the union. But everv 
practical man ought to know that it is 
the uttermost folly to bank upon anv euch 
remote contingency as that. The only wav 
to be ready for war is by the expenditure 
of proper amounts of Money for the verv 
best naval equipment which can be sec.ired 
at the present time.

STILL IT HOPES FOR AK INSPECTION 


DeLome’s Successor Declares That His 
Country ‘Will Not Object to 
Americans . Viewing the 
Submerged Steamer 
First. 


Washington, February 19.—Subsequent to 
the promulgation of the determination of 
the government not to grant Spain’s re- 
quest to conduct the examination of the 
Maine, thé apparent difficulty attending 
the sending down of divers was relieved, 
if not entirely removed, by a statement by 
Senor Du Bose, charge d'affaires of the 
Spanish legation, that a complete and har- 
monious understanding between Captain 
Sigsbee and the authorities at Havana haa 
been reachcd-on the matter of divers, and 
that the Spanish authorities viewed the 
Maine as extra-territorial—that 1s, a part 
of the sovereign territory of the United 
States—the same as'a United States lega- 
tion situated in foreign territory. 

With the Maine holding its status as 
extra-territorial, all doubt as to the work 
on the wreck is removed. The waters of 
Havana harbor are, of course, Spanish 
territory and some confusion had been 
aroused by the idea that this jurisdiction 
over the waters attached also to the wreck 
in its present helpless condition at the bot- 
tom of the bay. 

Se Spain Will Not Object. 

It appears, however, that there is no dis- 
position to extend this jurisdiction to the 
ship, and that the Spanish authorities 
freely assent to the Maine’s being regard- 
ed as extra-territorial and under the imme- 
diate direction of Captain Sigsbee ag the 
representative of the United States, 

According to the view taken by the Span- 
ish authorities there can be no trouble 
attending the work of the divers. Captain 
Sigsbee will be recognized as the one to 
direct operations and to send down the 
government divers for such inspection as 
he sees proper to make. 

Mr. Du Bose feels assured, however, that 
Captain Sigsbee will extend equal facilities 
to the Spanish divers, so that the inspec- 
tion may proceed together. 

As to what divers Captam Sigsbee will 
employ, the feeling among Spanish officials 
here is that this -will be wholly a matter 
of discretion with Captain Sigsbee as the 
one in charge of a piece of property hav- 
ing the attributes of American soil. But at 
the same time the feeling is expressed 
that this discretion will lead to the choice 
of authorjzed divers of the navy depart- 
ment rather than those representing news- 
papers. . ~ 

The view taken by the Spanish authori- 
ties promises to establish an important 
precedent in international law. 

A case somewhat resembling that of the 
Maine is mentioned in Hall's Internatio1al 
Law, In that case of the United States 
frigate Constitution went ashore in 1879 at 
Swanage, on the Welsh coast, while bring- 
ing from the Paris exposition sume of the 
government's exhibit.

“"Old-Doctrine Will Be Applied. 

The application of this doctrine to the 
wreck of the Maine is felt to be important 
not only in its influence in giving Captain 
Sigsbee control of all wrecking operations, 
but also in giving to the work the charac- 
ter of a transaction on American territory.

VICTIMS’ FAMILIES NEED HELP. 


Suffering May Occur Among Those 
Left by the Dead Sailors. 

Washington, February 19.—There was 
a good deal of talk among the 
officials of the need of speedy relief 
measures for the benefit of the families of 
the victimes of the explosion. Under the 
treasury rules the allotments of pertions 
of pay to members of their families made 
by the men who perished in the wreck 
must stop at once. It is not doubted that 
congress will do as it did in the cuée of 
the Samoan disaster, provide for a year’s 
pay to the families of the sailors who died 
at their posts. The difficuity, nowever, is 
that such a measure cannot be passed at 
once andymeantime some of the families of 
the dead sailors will be in great distress. 

The subject has been taken up by Mrs.

In a short time the work of laying the 
conduits on the north side of the railroad 
will be finished and then the work will 
begin on the south side.

The company is using the 
duits instead of the two-foot conduits 
which have heretofore been used.

Intoxication has led astray dozens of young 
men, and numerous families have been re- 
duced to pauperism because their male 
members have loafed around the moonshine 
distifieries, drinking and carousing. So 
bold and unscrupulous became those con- 
ducting the business that men were {ferror- 
ized by them. 

Recently Colonel Dismuke fell upon @ 
trail which he has been steadily pursuing. 
In the arrests alluded to one location ex- 
pertly fixed up had been abandoned, but 
keeping on after the ‘‘signs,’”’ he came upon 
it further on, and found Jim Brown and 
two companions in the cave. Of course, 
they all put up the,usual story that they 
‘Just happened in,’’ but Colonel Dismuke 
gays his evidence is too strong to be up- 


set. 
Another Good Haul. — 

Another good haul was made by Collector 
Dismuke, in Harris county, where they 
raided an illicit distillery Thursday. They 
had in charge one David Wright, colored, 
charged with owning and operating a dis- 
tillery. One of the officers who made the 
raid gaid they first went to the defendant's 
house and made a search and found a 
small jug containing moonshine or blockade 
whisky and four sacks of corn meal, ‘‘We 
then began a search for the still and fol- 
lowed a plantation road used by defendant, 
to go into his farm for about three or four 
hundred yards, where a path led off from 
the road directly to the Chattahoochee 


river, near the mouth of Mountain creek,”’ 


said the officer. “At the polnt where this 
path reached the creek was a fish trap, 
which defendant said belonged to him. 
From this ftsh trap a path led off up the 
creek toward the river through a dense 
cane break, about one hundred and fifty 
yards to the ditillery, which was situated 
just on the bank of the river. We found 
about an elghty-gallon still, cap, ‘double 
fluke and copper worm, It was set wp in 
operation at the time of our approach. 
There were seven.fermenters, about two 
hundred gallons of beér,six bushels of mash, 
four gallons of whisky and two gallons of 
low wine. There was an iron box connecting 
the still double and fluke stand, There were 
also six Jugs, one keg, an ax, one hoe, two 
baskets, one skillet, one overcoat, two 
coats, one vest, a hat and one man, who 
ran and got away. The path we followed 
was the only way by which one could 
reach the distillery. This was a plain, well 
beaten and recently traveled path. The gtill 
was located about half a mile from de- 
fendant’s house. We also found at the dis- 
tillery six bushels corn meal, two memo- 
randa books and some papers in the eloth- 
ing found there,”’ 
Raid in Jackson Count}. 

Gainesville, Ga., February 19.—(Special.)— 
Députy Collector E. L. Bergstrom, Raiding 
Deputy John Martin: and Deputy Marshal 
b. B. Landers made a great raid in Jack- 
son county. The owners of the ninety-gal- 
lon copper still,.Joe Allen, was captured, as 
was also 400 gallons of beer. The still was 
under ground and the top of it was sed- 
ded over so it was next to impossible for 
it to be discovered. The light from the fire 
was seen through the weeds and the offi- 
cers went where it appeared to be. They 
could not iind any entrance for a long 
time, however, but finally discovered a 
hole through which a ladder was run to 
let the operators down into the cave, 
where the still was running in full blast. 
They got everything they could lay hands 
on and Allen was afterwards brought to 
Gainesville and bound over by Commission- 
er Gaston. As the officers were returning 
to the city they captured George 
a White county man, with thirty gallons 
of corn whisky, en route to Jefferson to 
ccurt. ‘He was brought to Gainesville and 
bound over, and his pair of mules and 
wagon were confiscated.

| The above verses are a hitherto unpub 
lished version of ‘*To the Queen,” written 
| by Tennyson in 1851, and serve to intro- 
Guce one of the most important and Iinter- 
esting books that has appeared for the 


past twelve-month, the ‘‘Memoirs of Ten- 
nyson,’’ by his son, Hallam. 
He was engaged upon it for four years 
and few books have been looked forward 
tc so eagerly, cr have so well fulfilled tie 
expectation of their promise. Still, it is 
not a perfect biography, for it is the Ten- 
nyson of Ahe home, not the Tennyson of 
the world of men that we see. Such crit- 
icism is, however, gratuitous, for the book 
is a gift, although given somewhat grudg- 
ingly and opens the door for a look ‘into 
a heart filled with rich and rare fancies. 
The poet, as we are told in the preface, dis- 
liked the notion of a long, formal biog- 
raphy, for 

“None can truly write his single day, 

And none can write it for him upon 

earth.” 
“However, he wished,’’ continues his son, 


wrote in rhyme is as. follows: 

‘“‘According to the best of my recollection, 
when I was about eight years old, I covered 
two sides of a slate with Thomsonian blank 
verse in praise of flowers for my brother 
Charles, who was a year older’than I was, 

YThomson then being theenly poet I knew. 
Before I could read I was in the habit on 
a stormy day of spreading my arms to the 
winds and crying out: ‘I hear'a voice that’a 
speaking in the wind,’ and the words ‘far, 
far away’ had always a strange charm for 
me. About ten or twelve Pope's ‘Homer's 
liiad’ became a favorite of mine and I 
wrote hundreds and hundreds of lines in 
the regular Popeian metre, nay even could 
improvise them; 60 could my two elder 
brothers, for my father was a poet and 
cOuld write regular metre very skillfully. 

. At about twelye and onward I wrote 
an epic of 6,000 lines a la Walter Scott—full 
of battles, dealing, too, with sea and moun- 
tain scenecy. Though the performance 
was very likely worth nothing, I never felt 
myself more truly. inspired. I wrote as 
much as seventy lines at one time and used 
to €0 shouting them about the flelds in 
the dark. All these early efforts have 
been destroyed.” 

Of Tennyson might be said even more 
truly than Pope said of, himself, that he 


“Jisped in: numbers, for numbers came.” 


And so by means of letters, 
matter and reminiscences, the poet’s life is 
told just as he would have had it—enough 
to give a_ clear idea of his mental develop- 
ment and spiritual growth without drag- 
ging mercilessly forward what should never 
be for the public eye. Tennyson's ideas on 
this subject are so well expressed in a let- 


unpublished 


“that if I deemed it better, the incidents 
of his life’ should be given |. which 
might ‘be final and full enough to preclude 
the chance of further and unauthentic 
biographies.” His son adds that for his 
part “he feels strongly that no biographer 
could so truly give him as he gives him- 
self in his own works.” It is there we 
see the innermost sanctuary of his 
being, but in deference to those 
friends who urzed the poet to write about 
himself, the attempt has been in the pres- 
ent work to give briefiy “something of 
what people naturally wish to know, some- 
thing about his birth, homes, school. col- 
lege, friendships, travels and the leading 
) events of his life. enough to present the 
» scrt of insight into his history, ana pur-

A charming anecdote of Tennyson {a 
told in a book which is just being issued 
from tlhe press of Charles Scribner’s Scns. 
It is called “Auld Lang Syne” and is a 
rambling but delightful account of the 
reminiscences of Professor Max Muller 
most of which have already been publish- 
ed in Cosmopolis. During Max Muller’s 
long life he has met most of the prominent 
men of the present century and been 
thrown into intimate contact with some of 
them, and he seems always to remember 
what ig worth the telling. 

When the late queen of Holland was in 
England a lunch was given to her at Ox- 
ford by Dean Stanley, and Tennyson, Lord 
Houghton, Huxley, Max Muller and 
several other literary men were invited to 
meet her. 

Professor Muller then telis what 
pened: 

“We were waiting and waiting, but Ten- 
nyson did not appear. Stanley suggested 
that we should not wait any longer, ‘but 
the queen refused to sit-down before the 
great poet's arrival. At last it was suggest- 
é€d that Tennyson might be mooning about 
in the cloisters, and so he was. He was 
caught and was placed next to the queen. 
The queen knew wonderfully how to hide 
her crown and put everybody at their ease. 
She took the conversation into her own 
hands and kept the ball rolling during the 
whole luncheon, But she got nothing out 
of Tennyson. He was evidently in low spir- 
its, and sitting mext to him, I could hear 
how to every question the queen addressed 


hap- 


to him he answered, ‘Yes, ma’am,’ ‘No, 
ma’am,’ and at last, by a great effort, 


‘Ma'am, there is a great dea] to be said on 
both sides of the question.” He then turned 
to me and said in a whisper, but a loud 
whisper, ‘I wish they had put some of you 
talking fellows next to Regina.’ ”’ 
Professor Muller tells us that Dean Star- 
ley not only had no love for music, but 
even suffered from hearing it, and would 
always leave the room, if possible, where 
there was music. He never attempted to 
disguise his weakness or profess any fond- 
ness for music, and yet Jenny Lind once 
told Professor Mueller that Dean Stanley 
paid her the highest compliment she had 
ever received. Stanley wa’ very fond of 
Jenny Lind, but when she was staying at 
his father’s palace at Norwick he always 


left the room when she sang. One evening: 


Jenny Lind had been singing Handel's ‘‘I 
Know That.My Redeemer Liveth.”’ Stanley, 
as usual, had left the room, but he came 
back after the music was over and went

delivered. ‘How delightful it is to know,’ 
she continued, ‘that Adam and Eve spoke 
Hebrew in Paradise, and that all the other 
languages of the world, English not ex- 
cepted, have come out of Hebrew and out 
of Paradise.’ I really felt very much hu- 
miliated, and when Faraday came up I 
told him what had happened. ‘Oh, you 
must not be discouraged,’ he said, ‘I hardly 
ever lecture on chemistry without an old 
dowager coming up to me with an incred- 
ulous smile, saying, “Now, Mr. Faraday, 
you don’t really mean to say that the water 
I drink jis nothing but what you call oxy- 


gen and hydrogen?’ ‘Go on,’ he __ said, 
‘something will always stick.’ ”’ 
The whole book is very readable and 


gives a very good insight into the lives of 
the select coterle of literary spirits that 
have gathered in Oxford for the past half 
century. 


THE PRIVATE LIBRARY—By Arthur i 
Humphreys, Octavo, pp. vi, 162. J. N. Bou- 
ton. 

The collecting of. books is commonly sup- 
posed to be a matter of sentiment that has 
little connection with the practical side of 
things. A man usually buys a book because | 
he loves it, and a bibliophile will go with- 
out his dinner, if necessary, to purchase a 
longed-for volume. Yet the sentiment that 
inspires the purchase of a book is too of- 
ten only the fancy of a day, and once 
read; a book is tossed aside or carelessly 
placed on a shelf in utter neglect. Even 
when books are regarded as old friends 
they frequently suffer abuse that would 
not be inflicted by a child upcn his toys. 

Yet a good book should be well kept, and 
repays attention like a carefully kept horse. 
A good horse needs good grooming or he 
will goon become a shabby, broken down 
animal, and so a book needs €ood housing ! 
and careful treatment, This idea Mr. Hum- | 
phreys has expanded into a treatise that | 
will prove useful to all book lovers. He 
says in his preface that for many years he 
has had opportunities of imspecting col- 
lections of books m numerous country 
houses, and he is driven to observe that the 
condition of the books in most of these 
houses ts chaotic. 

He has found that a/ man will | 
nurse his bicycle with’ the ten-| 
derest care and leave his books in the i 
hands of servants who would as soon put 
a Valuable binding within ten inches of an | 
open fire as sit down to dinner. So Mr. 
Humphreys warns collectors agaist all 
the ills a book is heir to, from the hands 
of-the careless or the tender mercies of 
the elements. Take, for exampie, his chap- 
ter on @amp. This, he says, means ruina- 
tion, more, perbaps, to the paper than to 
the binding, though both suffer. Damp is

“Do not bite a paper-knife until it has the 
edge of a saw. 

“Do not cut books except with "a proper 
ivory paper knife. 

“It is ruination to a good book not to cut 
it right through into the corners. 

“Do not turn the leaves of books down. 
Particularly, do not turn the leaves of 
books printed on plate paper. 

“If you are in the habit of lending books, 
do not mark them. These two acts together 
constitute an act of indiscretion. 

“Tt is better to give a book than to lend it. 

“Never write upon a title-page or half- 
title; the blank fly leaf is the right place. 

‘Books are neither card racks, crumb bas- 
kets nor receptacles for dead leaves. 

‘“‘Books were not meant as cushions, nor 
were they meant to be toasted befaqre a 
fire.”’ 


One of the most interesting chapters of 
ex-President Harrison’s recent book. ‘‘This 
Country of Ours’ (published by Scribners), 
is the one on the much-talked-about ‘‘sen- 
atorial courtesy."” He manages with con-. 
siderable tact to say things that are not 
displeasing either to senators or to the peo- 
ple and seems to come to the conclusion 
that the present working of ‘senatorial 
courtesy’’ is good enough ‘‘for human na- 
ture’s daily food’’ and not, after all, a 
faulty device of perverted 4ngenuity: He 
explains that in congressional districts rep- 
resented by congressmen of the party op- 
posed to the president, the custom is that 
the senator or senators, if of the president's 
party, make the recommendations for the 
local appointments, as they also do for ap- 
pointments in their states not of a local 
character. 

These recommendations are usuaily fol- 
lowed unless some charge is made against 
the character or fitness of the applicant, 
when the president exercises his preroga- 
tive to make a selection of his own. General 
Harrison then says:

People. 


The colored Masons of Georgia, led+ by 
the present grand officers, are moving for- 
ward to success. The order was never in 
better shape. They have bought land and 
other land has been donated, upon which 
these good men are building a home for 
the widows and orphans of worthy de- 
ceased brothers and a school 
their orphans can be trained. 

There are several hundred lodges in the 
state with a membership of fully five thou- 
sand Master Masons, 

In many cities and towns they own their 
lodge halls. I long to see the day when 
they will own a temple in this city. There 
is no reason why they snould not. They 
have the men, thé. money and the 
brains dnd with those qualities the temple 
should go up at once. 

There is a general awakening in Masonry 
here in the city of Atlanta as well as in 
other parts of the state. Here we have 
St. James, Rising Sun, Crystal, Gate City 
and Plymouth Rock lodges, all in a flour- 
ishing condition, and before many more 
months there will be in this city a lodge of 
thirty-second degree Masons.

both races will, in the south, learn to labor 
for the success of their common Cause. 
Hear what C. C Houston said. I 
pleasure in clipping his thought, for they 
are on the right line: 

“While it is not my wish to say that Mr. 


Lovering is actuated by other than a desire | 


to benetit workingmen generally, and la- 
bor organizations in particular, I cannot 
heip expressing the belief that he has a 
misconception of the needs of southern 
Wage-earners and has adopted the wrong 
plan in his movement to create a ‘Southern 
Confederacy of Labor.’ In the first place the 
name will serve to resurrect a sectional bit- 
terness that has now about died out, dnd 
While southern workingmen have nothin® 
to apalogize for on this score, it is not 
their wish to again rekindle a dead issue. 
The organization of a white confederacy 
of labor, such as he proposes, brings up 
once more the race question and arrays the 
White man against the black in a conflict 
for the privilege of earning a livelihood. 
Of course the white and bleck mechanics 
do not affiliate any more than white and 
black preachers, though laboring in friend- 
ly relationship in the same vineyard, but 
instead of being at each other’s throats 
they could and should be made mutually 
beneficial. The negro has no desire to force 
himself upon the white labor organizations, 
and instead of organizing to oppress the 
blacks it should be the duty of white work- 
ingmen to assist them to organize separate 
branches, and once organized if ls a fact 
that the black man is as true to his obli- 
gations as the whites and will not trespass 
upon their rights; but warfare will_bring 
him into greater competition with white 
labor.’* 

Truly, this is the common sense view 
of the whole matter. It is a fact that the 
colored man is here and here to stay, and 
he must have something to eat and clothes 
to wear, and as a rule he -is willing to 
work for these necessities, hence let us 
throw open all the avenues of labor to 
hiny and gtve him a fair chance !n the race 
of living aS a wage and bread winner. We 
mustyall breathe or. smother; we must all 
be, clothed; we must all eat 
or £0 hungry; we must all 
drink water or perish with thirst: hence 
We see that God has given us aJl the 
Same desires, which can only be honestly 
Satisfied by labor. Give us an opportunity 
to earn our daily bread in all the walks 
of life, whether in the store, work shop, 
machine shop, on the building, at the bea- 
Side of the sick or at the bar, and we 
Will never make the south ashamed. With 
uS it is not a matter of social equality; it 
ig a matter of working for an honest 
livng. The white and colored farmers lIa- 
bor in the same field atl day and in the 
evening each goes to his own home the 
best of friends, and I can see no reason why 
the same friendship should not exist be- 
tween white and colored workmen in oth- 
er walks of life.

He has 
had issued two bonds, one for $305.30, which 
will mature March 8, 1898, and one for 
$219.04. which will mature March 8, 1903, or 
nm total of $524.04 Deeducting $524.34 from 
$5,180.50, this insuranee has cost him 
$4,655.96. He has been insured fifteen years. 

if at the age of fifty-nine he had taken a 
policy on a term rate for fifteen years in 
the New York Hfe, Equitable or Mutual 
Life—~and by a term rate we Mean a policy 
Which guarantees $10,000 at death, if it oc- 
curg within fifteen years, and declares that 
all insurance shall cease at the end of fif- 
teen years,the poiicy having no cash of paid 
up value at any time, and the policy hold- 
er being compelled. te ¢ease his insurance at 
the end of the period—he woud have paid 
for a $10,000 policy $595 a year, or la‘ fifteen 
years $8,925, as against $4,655.96 paid to the 
Mutual Reserve, and he now has the right 
to remain insured in the Mutual Reserve 
at the assessment called for by his present 
age; if he d@sires h's insurance. Had he 
taken a whole life policy in either of these 
companies, or a policy payable at .death 
whenever occurring, he would have paid 
$75.70 per thousand, or $#7 per annum for 
a $10,000 policy, or a total in fifteen years of 
$11,255, as against $4,655.96, which his in- 
surance has cost him in the Mutual Re- 
serve, a difference of $6,699.04 in favor of the 
Mutual Reserve. He has kept this enor- 
mous sum in his own pocket. These excess 
payments would have been left in the cof- 
fers of the other company if he had died, 
and still he is not satisfied. 

Mr. S. P. Richards, the young man men- 
tioned, joined the association at the age 
of fifty-nine. He took a $35,000 policy. His 
dugs and fees were less than Mr. Alexan- 
der’s, because"the amount charged for ex- 
penses is per.thousand, His total payments 
from every source have been $2,619.15. 

If ‘Mr. Richards at the age of fifty-nine 
had taken a fifteen-year term rate policy 
in the New York Life, Equitable or Mutual 
Life, and@ by that we mean a policy which 
guarantees $5,000 at death, if it occurs with- 
in fifteen years, and declares that all in- 
surance shall cease at the end of fifteen 
years, the policy having no cash or paid up 
value at any time and the policy hoider 
being compelled to cease his insurance at 
the end of the perioag, he would have paid 
for a $5,000 policy $297.0 a year, or in fifteen 
years $4,462.50, as against $2,619.15 paid to 
the Mutual Reserve, and he now has the 
right to remain insured in the Mutual Re- 
serve at the assessment called for by his 
present age, if he desires his insurance. 

Had he taken a whole life policy in either 
of these compantes or a policy payable at 
his @eath whenever occurring, he would 
have paid $378.50 per annum for a $5,000 pol- 
icy, or a total in fifteen years of $5,677.B0, 
as against $2,619.15 which his insurance has 
cast him in the Mutuap Reserve, a differ- 
ence of $3,058.35 In favor of the Mutual Re- 
serve.

Atlanta Women Are Thinking 
of and Doing—Ash Wednes- 
day Will Inaugurate Many 
Changes.

In his recent lecture here Mr. Hamilton 
Maibie said something to the effect that !t 
would be a very good thing if America 
=.4 not produce another ‘smart’ person 
for the next hundred years. He modified 
the statement by saying {t was the char- 
acteristic quality of our progressive nation 
to speak five times before thinking, where- 
as to practice thinking ten times before 
speaking would bring about a happy meé- 
dium, and give the people time digest 
one ®@®mart pérson and their doings and 
sayings before being thrust into contem- 
plation of another. 

As this department is one operated tn the 
interests of women, it is natural that all 
good teachings, tadvfce suggestions 
adapted to women be given to them, though 
@s well applicable to men. 

It is the season at hand now when peo- 
ple realize that frailties, 
and with Ash Wednesday women begin to 
think just will be in 
their every lives during the forty 
days of “sackcloth and ashes.”

to be her critical or ‘defending -friends’— 
in short, her enemies. 

Stil], when the assignment is .given for 
a Lenten story and suggestions seem ap- 
propriate as to What certain people should 
do in bringing about a change in their 
lives during the ‘‘holy season,’” the human 
‘frailty of desiring ‘‘to get even”’ (a quali- 
ty that all of us feel) seems irrespressible. 
I am constrained to think ten times before 
speaking lest I become too personal in my 
observations and too plain in my replies to 
the lady who wishes to suggest nét alone 
the policy of the woman’s department, but 
the entire paper, including editorial and 
business departments. IT shall say noth- 
ing of her abusing the,local department for 
failing to send a special writer and ar- 
tist to make a complete story of the last 
missionary social held on a back street 
and to which she sent a badly baked cake. 

But having thought almost ten times 
' about fhis Lenten article, I have decided to 
follow out suggestions made me by the 
various women with whom I have discussed 
the subject during the week.

It is not unusual to encounter a woman 
who has no interest at heart, and whose 
uphappy disposition and qualities of char- 
acter incapacitate her being associated 
with any movement in which her sex are 
interested. She condemns club women for 
being too progressive; she condemns society 
women because they are frivolous; she 
has fusses with everybody when she goes 
Tto church work, but suddenly decides 
_ that she will be a reformer and that she is 
the inspired Joan of Are of local society, 
and will investigate the formation of an 
army against the present social conditions, 
She recalls the incident of having seen a 
pretty woman drink a elass of punch; she 
remembers seeing Mrs. Smith's husband 
sitting in a corner with Mr. Jones's wife, 
and ¢horrible indiscretion) she saw-a prom- 
‘dment married man, in the presence of his 
wife, kiss the pretty thand of a bewitching

debutante and remark he had kissed her 
mother’s hand many years ago. 

Holding up her hands in hypocritical at- 
titudes, when they could be much better 
employed in darning her husband’s socks,

epithets of the bitterest nature toward 60- 
clal life. She “gabbles,’’ “gossips,” ‘ex- 
aggeerates,” and on the geubject addresses 
badly written anonymous communications 
to daily papers, which fortunately have on 
hand in their offices a superfiuity of waste 
baskets. It would seem that the sayings 
of such individuals would be entirely dis- 
regarded, and yet there is a sort of people 
who, akin in character to my lady re- 
former and who would rather hear disa- 
greeable things about the people ‘‘who do 
not recognize them’’ than agreeable things 
with a following of such people. Such a 
woman talks so much that a contingent or 
element of people fing themselves the sub- 
ject of unjust criminating gossip. 

“Who started such reports?’’ will be the 
‘question asked. And some individual may 
happen to hear that Mrs. So and So, who 
lives just back of Mrs. S. and So, on such 
and such a street, remarked that she 
thought something should be done to ele- 
vate social life; that she intended to do 
her part. “But pray, who is she?” is again 
asked. Nobody knows except that she lives 
back of Mr. and Mrs. So and So, and the 
only time she ever went to a party was at 
his house, because she was a neighbor, and 
he couldn't get out. of inviting her. He 
knew how dreadfully she would talk, if 
she wasn't invited, too. And it will be 
out that in every instance where 
some smart individual usurps the privilege 
of the pulpit and comes forward as an in- 
dividual to advise as to the social status 
of life, that she knows no more about it 
than old Mrs. So and So, whose only iden- 
tity is that she “lives back of some prom- 
inent family.” 


Then occurs to me the religious fanatic, 
whose unhappy countenance and disap- 
proval of the world and human kind in 
general is as gruesome as a funeral on a 
rainy day. On Sundays, with her bonnet 
strings tied tight under her chin, she oc- 
cupies the family pew, and in her grief 
over the iniquities of her neighbors she 
entirely forgets her own, and has her 
face drawn in such an unpleasant expres- 
sion she would stop the preacher to wonder 
what the matter was if he happened to 
see her. She sighs, even moans, and 
shaking her head will say ‘‘amen’’ in the 
most lugubrious tones, especially if the 
devil is referred to in any way. She goes 
through life as if at a state 
funeral, and instead of having 
a good religious influence over any one, 
really prejudices one against her and makes 
them doubt she is all she appears to be. 

But worse than the “‘lady reformer,” or 
the “lady fanatic,’”’ is that lady. who per- 
sists in worrying herself over the evil doings 
of other people, and who is so busy keeping 
up with the faults of her neighbors that 
she forgets the good and the beautiful in 
life, and {s one of the most warped and@ un- 
charitable beings under the sun, It makes 
no difference whose name is mentioned, at 
once she begins to discuss their faults, and 
the pure young girl is no more sacred to 
her than the man of the world, in the 
narration of whose dissipations she takes 
pleasure. 

One could understand such dreadful skep- 
ticisms on the part of the woman of em- 
Dbittered life, or the woman who had never 
been the wife or mother, batt it does seem 
that the mothers of daughters, would be 
careful how they dared to reflect on the 
innocence of other women’s’ daughters, 
This type of woman seems saturated with 
ea knowledge of the evil doings of the 
world, and her every expression seems to 
come from a dark, unhealthy, unchristian 
mind. She sees good in absolutely no one, 
and to the charitable is a character to be 
pitied, and to the generality of people 6ne6 
to be spunea and hated. 

What) a pity these three types of ladies 
can’t get together during Lent and make 
up their minds that the world is so wicked 
that they will leave it, or else turn over 
a new leaf an@ relieve the world of their 
disagreeable teachings and scandalous gos- 
sip. 

Tt seems like a failure to appreciate the 
@00d and the beautiful in life to devote al- 
most a column to the discussion of these 
disagrecable women, but nobod@y can accuse 
me of not writing the “‘agreeable’”’ about 
women at all times. I felt that the begin- 
ning of Lent I should be iiberal and just, 
and recognize all types. These’ three 
types discussed today frequently complain 
ot the amount of space given other types, 
and I thought it but right to recognize 
them now.

At all seasons the tailor gown 
is the basis of a woman's trousseau, and 
she has not bought her most necessary 
gown till she has in her wardrobe a light 
tailor gown and one or two silk walists— 
garments useful, and at the same time 
dressy.. The practical woman these days, 
who wants to avoid the never-ending 
trouble of trying on gowns, takes advan- 
tage of the tailor gowns brought out by 
the up-to-date merchants. These gowns, 
made in the latest fashion, sflk Mned and 
in the popular colors, when on the stylish 
woman, set wise heads to thinking and 
wondering ‘“‘who is madame’s London 
tailor?’”’ An Atlanta merchant, in show- 
ing a number of beautiful tallor gowns 
of the latest fashion, says that in tailor 
fashions for women there are no extremes. 
The sleeves are, of course, small, but erace- 
ful, and not tight. The coats, nfany of 
them, have the flare fronts, and the skirts 
fitting snugly about the hips, flare at the 
bottom. The leading feature of adorn- 
ment is the bayadere effect carried out in 
tiny tucks about four inches apart, that 
adorn a skirt from a few inches above 
the hem almost to the waist line or in 
bands of satin ribbon, alternating with 
the tucks. Braid is still stylish as a@ tailor 
trimming, and of course the tailor stitch- 
ing as a finish. Among the prettiest tailor 
gowns seen are those in black. One in light 
black cloth had its lining of a bright color. 
The skirt had the tiny tucks in bayadere 
effect, and the coat was finished with the 
tailor stitching. Another black gown had 
the skirt with the tucks and bands of 
ribbon alternating (bayadere) and the coat 
a dressy affair to be worn buttoned or 
flaring open. A suit in chocolate brown 
cloth and its finishing of strapped seams 
and was a sult stylish and dressy. A sec- 
ond gown of the same fashion was in the 
‘popular castor shade and in the illuminat- 
ed court cloth. An elegant suit was of 
metallic blue trimmed in black braid. It 
had a fiy front jacket with an Eton effect 
suggested in black braid and the sleeves 
had straps of the black braid.

Such re- 
ports have recently been prepared for the 
Southern, the Grand Trunk and Santa Fe

The American Indian. 


We all know, says Major J. W. Powell 

in The Atlantic, that all our tribes were 
primitively zootheistic; that is, they wor 
shiped beast gods, which beast gods were 
the primordial animals—-the progenitors 
and prototypes of existing animals. The 
gods of each tribe were the particular ani- 
mals of the habitat of that tribe. True, 
they all worshiped the heavenly bodies;

Thus 
they assigned the birds of heaven; the 
badgers, moles and other burrowing ani- 
mals to the nadir; and the other ani- 
mais to the four cardinal regions.

I tell 
you I felt proud and I felt responsible for 
the preservution of political and religious 
liberty. I would have fought panthers and 
wildetats and gorillas. In fact, I wanted to 
fight something, for the know-nothing press 
and know-nothing orators and know-noth- 
ing preachers had got us aroused to desper- 
ation and I could hagg@dy keep my hands off 
an Irishman when I met him in the street. 
Every preacher in town joined and Broth- 
er Caldwell and Brother’ Stillwell were 
made chaplains, and they prayed long and 
earnestly for our country and its hallowed 
institutions. Oh! it was solemn and serious. 
But one night it was proposed to choose 
delegates to go to a convention to nominate 
a candidate for congress and it leaked out 
that a man was to be nominated who had 
no moral standing in the community, but he 
was rich and had used his money freely 
and we began to smell a mice, About that 
time Alex Stephens took the field against 
our order and I never heard such a speech 
in my life. He everlastingiy\lambasted our 
leaders for trying to fool the people and he 
made us democrats feel as mean as a dog 
for ever having fallen into the trap. Be- 
fore that I really thought I was doing 
God’s service in helping good patriots to 
save the country. One dark night I told my 
wife a lie about having urgent business at 
my office and wouldent be back until late, 
very late, and I went out six miles in the 
country to an old mfllhouse on Silver creék. 
Half a dozen officers'-went along with me 
and we instituted a branch lodge up in the 
garret of the old mill and got covered all 
over with cobwebs and flour, and next 
morning my wife got up first and looked at 
my clothes, She ruminated for a minute 
and then remarked: ‘‘Had to go to mill 
last night 1 see. I didn’t know that the 
flour was ouf.’’ For some time I had been 
a suspect with her about this office busi- 
ness at night, for every time a know-noth- 
ing meeting was called little three-corner- 
ed red papers were seen on the sidewalks 
about town, and it was norated around 
that the Know-nothings were to meet that 
night: The next day our wives compared 
notes and found out that .nearly all the 
men had business down town that night. 
Can’t fool these women. They don’t ltike 
secret. societies no how. A good faithful 
wife doesent like anything that gets in be- 
tween her and her husband: She has ho 
secrets from him and he ought not to have 
any from her. Not long after we were 
married I joined a secret society, and when 
she got to looking over my under garments 
to sea if the buttons were all right, she dis- 
covered that the buckles were gone, and I 
couldent explain it to her satisfaction. But 
she found out from some other woman, 
and whenever I got a new pair of drawers 
she asked me if 1 dident want the buckies 
cut off. 

Well, the know-nothing party died early 
in these parts, for the people found out 
that it was a political scheme to get into 
office. Just so the politicians got into the 
Farmers’ Alliance and took Charge of it, 
and they got up an Ocala platform anda 
big subtreasury \scheme whereby great 
warehouses were 'to be built by the gov- 
ernment in every congressional district 
where fhe farmers could store their cotton 
and «orn and oats and sorghum and po- 
tatoes and pumpkins, and draw money on 
them and hold them in the warehouses 
until the price went up. One of the leaders 
deciared in a public speech at Macon that 
they were going to hold the cotton until 
it went to 15 cents, and he made the peo- 
ple believe it, and they rolled him into con- 
gress by a tidal wave. The alliance looked 
upOn Jawyers as suspects. and not fit to 
hold office nor fitten to get fitten, and so 
one lawyer sold hfS lawbooks and burned 
the bridge behind him and joined Gideon's 
band and swallowed the Ocala platform, 
subtreasury and all, and the confiding peo- 
ple rolled him into congress. But he sut- 
fered a relapse in due time and. bought 
more law books, and now the last condi- 
tion of that man is worse than the first. 
Another lawyer swallowed the platform 
bones and skin’and ran for congress on it 
and got awfully beaten and has never been 
elected since to-any office by the people, 
and to my opinion never will be. It is just 
as old Abe Lincon said: ‘““You may fool 
all the people some of the time, and you may 
tgol some of the people all the time, but 
you ean’t fool] all the people all the time.” 

Now, the common people, the farmers and 
meéechanies and toijlers, are generally unsus- 
pecting and ceredulous,. and when a smart, 
shrewd politician talks sweet and nice to 
them thev are inclined to believe him, but 
what lawyer of any pretensions or respec- 
tability ever believed in the Ocala platform 
or the subtreasury scheme or “something 
better?” Of course, any statesman who was 
fit to hold office knew that it was utterly 
impracticable-and would bankrupt the gov- 
ernment to build warehouses and advance 
monev on crops, by t was @a hobby 
which to ride rato Wilice anda fooling 
people was of no consequence. No, 
wouldent trust any man who would do it 
or has done it. 

Another way to foal the people is to form 
little secret. rings in every county and di- 
vide out the county offices and each ring 
man must get his henchmen to be at the 
courthouse on convention day and help 
elect delegates who belong to the ring. The 
good, easy, unsuspecting people don’t know 
anything about it and before they Know it 
the whole county ts committed to a man 
the people dident want. The men who con- 
trol are smart and they are politically un- 
scrupulous and all together they make a 
powerful combine, and it was the knowl- 
edge and memory of these methods that 
provoked Colonel Candler’s letter. He wrote 
just what we have all been feeling ever 
since General Evans's refeat. He expressed 
my sentiments and I like it bett®r and bet- 
ter at each reading. Now lay on MacDuff— 
nobody is hurt,. except some “honi soit qui 
mal y pense,”” which means “it is the hit 
dog who yelps,’’ or words to that effect. 
It is no insult to those who ac- 
cepted office under Atkinson, for 
he doesent own but one office. 

The others are public trusts in his keep- 
ing and he has no moral right to pay pri- 
vate political debts with them, It.js his 


duty to select the best men for the places. 


regardless of who they voted for. The of- 
fices belong to the people and it is a pros- 
titution of power to fill them for personal 
advantage. But professional politicians all 
do it from the president dows and this is 
political corruption. One day in my indig- 
nation I remarked in a crowd “We are a 
nation of poktiecal tricksters,”’ and an of- 
fice seeker close by whispered, “Call no 
names, Bill; call no names.” 

But the people are really for honest 
methods and they have a standard bearer 
on whose name and fame there is no bijot. 
Let. him write again if he wants to and 
let his banner have on it, “Reform in po- 
litical methods and economy in adminis- 
tering the government.” Already there 
are rings forming to defeat him, rings by 
the men who control and they are desper- 
ately in earnest for the seepter of their 
office ts departing. The issue is pila KH 
is the politiclans against the people. We 
Want ciean¢gr methods th in state and 
county and municipal elections. Augusta 
and Marietta and Cartersville have recent- 
ly degraded their townships by corruption 
at the polis and like smallpox the pesti- 
lence js spreading.

Blow at Grade Crossings. 


From The Railway World. 

The supreme court of New Jersey decid- 
ed the case of the Erie railroad case 
against the city of Newark on appeal in 
favor of the railroad company. The city 
of Newark oper@d a street across the 
tracks of the company. The company was 
awarded in the lower courts the sum of 
$250 for the expense of planking and simi- 
lar work. The railroad wanted to be al- 
lowed for the expense of erecting and 
maintaining gates at the crossing. This 
the lower court would not allow, ruling out 
all evidence on these points. This ruling 
is overthrown by the supreme court, and 
it is held that the taking of a railroad’s 
property for street purposes is an action 
entitling the road to damages. Compensa- 
tion must include all moneys which the 
act causes the company to pay out, and 
the erection and maintenance of gates is an 
added expense which the company ig enti- 
tled to ask compensation for. It is held by 
lawyers who have read the opinion that the 
decision is so sweeping that every munici- 
pality laying out new streets which cross a 
railroad track at grade must not only pay 
the railroad for the right of way, but must 
Maintain gates and gatemen there in per- 


petuity. Those who advocate the abolition ]. 
. Of grade crossings say the decision is a 


good one, as it will bring about the aboli- 


tion of these crossings. They hold that it.

A COMPOSITION ON BEES. 


A SPLENDID PAPER BY A GRAM- 
MAR SCHOOL BOY. 


Jeff, 


Jack L. Woodruff, of the Eighth 
Grade, Walker, Tells of the 
Little Insects. 


The bee is of the ofder of hymenoptra, 
and of the genus apis. The government {s 
strictly feminine, in that the ruler is a 
queen bee. Bees have been cultivated 
from the earliest periods for their nicely 
flavored honey and their wax, 

They form in societies or swarms of ffom 
ten to fifty thousand. These societies are 
composed of three classes, viz, queens, la- 
borers and drones. The drones do ono 
work, and are no good, except to keep the 
hive warm; the others keep them in food. 

When the inside of the hive is at a tem- 
perature of about 70 degrees Fahrenheit 
the bees go in, and when they sweat they 


-take the sweat from each other and make 
Mathemati-, 
cal experiments show that the cell of & 


the comb to hold the honey. 


bee is builded in a manner to give the 
greatest amount of strength to the amount 
of material used, and also that the angles 
are perfect. 

We will now see thow they raise thelr 
young and make the honey. The queen 
‘lays eggs in about one-half of the cells, 
and- leaves the rest. The laboring bees 
suck the honey from the flowers and put 
it in their jaws. . In going Into the flower, 
the bee gets pollen, or flower dust, on their 
bodies. When the bee comes out of the 
flower he rolls the dust into little balls with 
brushes on his front legs, and places it in- 
to hollows in this hind legs. This is 
complished by ‘his middle legs. 

Now that he has his load he starts home. 
Upon arriving, he puts the honey into the 
cells that have no eggs in them. When 
the cell is full, the bee caps it over and 
goes to another cell. The pollen, or bee- 
bread, is put into a cell that has an egg 
in it. When this cell is full they cap it 
over. 

The young bee !{s hatched in is cell. 
The old bees let him eat his way out. When 
this is accomplished the young be is large 
enough to take care of himself. When the 
hive gets too full, one of the eggs is put 
in a cell that is about one-sixteenth of an 
inch longer than any other. This cell js 
filled with a different kind of food (called 
royal food). This bee goes through the 
Whiles this 
bee is being hatched, the cell hag to be 
watched or guarded against the old queen, 
or she would tear it up and kill the 
When the young queen is 
old enough to take care of herself she 
swarms with some of the bees. She and 
‘her following then leave the old hive and 
hunt a new home. 

The disposition of the bee is very queer. 
They are never still except when frozen 
in winter, and are the most industrious 
creatures known. In summer they kill 
all the drones to keep from feeding them. 
They are great rogues and murder ‘and 
Plunder their neighbors pitilessly to get 
any honey they smé@ll. 

Bees flourish best in a very cold climate 
as they remain frozen all the winter and 
have no need to eat the honey they made 
during the summer. If the climate is 
not cold the bee eats all his food and gets 
poor and weak from starvation and he 
cannot fight his worst enemy, the web 
worm. 

A moth slips in and lays an egg on the 
comb. If the bee is strong and Well fed, 
he can fight the moth or destroy the egg. 
Unless this is done, a worm will hatch 
from the egg. This worm will eat his 
way entirely through the honey, turn, do 
the same thing, and continue to do this 
until he hes eaten the honey entirely up. 
The reason the bee cannot fight this ene- 
my is that the worm blocks his hole up 
with the comb, which he does not eat. 

The size of a hive should be regulated 
according to the size of the swarm. The 
patent hivers with small boxes in them 
are the best as the honey ts not brokén 
when the hive is robbed. If a warm spell 
comes during the winter, take some sugar 
and mix it with water, and place the mix- 
tur@ under the hive. This will do for 
food for the bees until the warm spell 
passes. 

There are many other detalls that will 
not bear telling in this composition. It 
will suffice to say that the bee, in all its 
modes and doings, is one of the most inter- 
esting insects of which we have note.

WAR IS A BAD, BAD THING 


Sometimes War Is Brought on To 
Thin Out the People and 
Nothing More, 


For The Constitution, 

Everybody is for war. 

1 do not Know if it {s tariff, or silver, or 
third party, or too much production, or too 
many people, but, anyhow, the people are 
reconciled to have anything for a change 
aml war is invited. 

There is no great patriotic upheaval Mke 
we hed in the sixties, no singing of songs 
nor weaving of cockades, it seems to be 


business—a something to relieve the pres- 
sure. 

Me and Brown have been reading up on 
the crusades of the olden times, and It 
strikes us that these crusades were insti- 
tuted to thin out the people and stop pro- 
duction—they done it. 

Millions went upon these crusades at apd . 
ferent periods and but few that went ev' 
returned.’ Thus the population of Europe 
was thinned from time to time before the 
discovery of America. When America Was 
discovered the crusades ceased. They wer 
no longer necessary (to the thinning of Eu- 
rope’s population—: nstead of the crusades 
they dumped their surplus popu lation over 
here. 

At last we have come to the place that 
America can stand no more. They must 
either revive the erusades or find another 
dumping ground for their surplus popula- 
tion, or some other plan by which it will 
be thinned. Spain has adopted a po.icy that 
will soon solve the problem as far as she is 
coneerned, and peé the matter may 
lead to a relief of America at the same 
time. Anyway, I know that a great many 
people are anxious for war and to “cuss’” 
Spain is popular in these parts. 

I-don’t care for any war, but Tlam 
right glad to have something that I can 
abuse. It has been so for quite a while 
that we had nothing to ‘“‘cuss.” We had 
exhausted the yankee and the north. Long 
ago I had lau. it spelling negro with with 
two ‘‘g’s,’’ the Chinaman,and dago and ev- 
erything else has outgrown our abuse, till 
it has been mighty hard to get up any in- 
terest, so that ‘now it Goes us proud to 
“cuss’’ Spain and ‘‘cuss”’ her hard. 

While I am moustrous glad for something 
to abuse, and am in it, you bet, yet I feel 
bound to worn the young” generation 
against carrying the thing too far. War is 
a bad thing, and sometimes we «are terribly 
deceived about the other fellow. It Is 
mighty hard times and hard for a fellow to 
get along, but-I Will tell you that there is 
mighty few easy places to be found in the 
war. I knew a good fellow that tried every 
branch of service in the confederacy for 
an easy place, and died in disgust and 
blaming himself for being the fool that he 
was in making his changes. 

When the war first broke out this fellow 
joined the cavalry. He got him an easy 
riding horse and pranced around through 
Tennessee drinking buttermillt as only 
cavalry could drink, till he got so big ang 
fat that it was a misery—he thought—for 
him to ride at all. Nothing would do but 
what he must make a change, and so he 
g0t¢ a transfer from cavalry to heavy ar- 
tilery and went to Savannah. He lay 
around on the coast eating oysters till he 
got fatter than ever and lazier than ever, 
and complained according. 

At Savannah this fellow had a picnic, if 
he had only known it, but he grumbled so 
at throwing up breastworks and lifting at 
heavy guns till he actually grew to believe 
that it was a terrible place, and bemoaned 
the fates that caused him to leave the 
cavalry and the cool breezes of Tennessee 
and cussed himself according. 

He felt sure there was some ¢asy branch 
of service and became determined to find 
that branch. To this end-he went’ to work 
for another transfer. This time he was 
transferred to flying artillery and went on 
his way to Virginia in great glee, arriving 
there just tn time to take a hand in the 
Seven Days’ fight around Richmond. 

When the Seven Days’ fight had ended he 
went out and found a lonesome log and 
there he spent a whole day in cussing him- 
self and pulling out his hair, once 
and awhile butting his head against 
the log as punishment for being the biz- 
gest fool in the whole southern confed- 
eracy, and to such an extent did he carry 
this frenzy, pulling his hair, grittinge his 
teeth, jumping up and down, foaming at 
the moth that his comrades bucked and 
gagged him to save his life. 

He would have sworn there was no 
chance for him to worst himself after 
this, and so he proceeded to get a transfer 
to the infantry service—then known as 
Stonewall’s foot cavalry, and here I will 
leave him, for none but an old soldier 
could enjoy the joke of a fellow going 
to infantry to better his conditidn. 

So it is with war—there is no easy places 
and the yvoung generation had better gov- 
ern themselves according. 

It is mighty nice to look upon pictures 
and see the horses plunging, *the flags a 
waving and brave fellows rushing into 
death, but you may Jook at all the’ pic- 
tures in the world and know nothing of 
what war is nor the trouble: it brings. 

The talk fs now that a war with Spain 
would be short and principally between 
the navies. They said the war in 1860 
would be shert—so short that the soldiers 
would most get back for. breakfast. The 
truth is that the southern young men were 
scared ghat they could not get there before 
it wasended. This ought to make us very 
careful now. It is fine to listen, to the 
speeches of orators and step proud-to the 
sound of martial music, but such 
are not a part®of real war, 
teach things of war matters. 

Fighting, itself, is not all of war, though 
that is a plenty for me and Brown. You 
can march a man and perish a man till 
he would take fighting as a dessert. There 
are many -tlings im war that the youthful 
mind never dreamed of. 

At first a fellow was mighty proud and 
his people were proud to see him off in the 
last war, but it got mighty,serious before 
the end. There are many vet living who 
can remember: the sad partings after we 
had awoke to the seriousness of the affair. 
And many are living who can remember 
the sorrow which bowed down all the 
south when these soldiers began to re- 
turn afier the war. : 

There were many—vea, 
never did return 
for.them all. Loved ones wept all along 
the highways. Mothers, sisters, wives and 
children watched every road. To many 
the return was without hope, for they 
knew that theirs could never return, buf 
it was a reminder, sadder than death, dark- 
er than the grave. In this connection I 
could tell many a story, but one in par- 
ticular lingers in my memory and will 
bear repeating here. 

Charley, we will call him, was one of 
the first and one of the proudest to leave 
our settlement in 1861. He left a young 
wife and a sweet little girl and boy at his 
home. They lived on the river in a lonely 
place; but they done the best they could 
without grumbling till the war was over, 
when their feelings were wrought to the 
highest pitch of joyful expectation. The 
whole talk was of the father’s return. 
Every morning they were up bright and 
early and the children were dressed with 
& mother’s pride in full expectation of the 
father’s comicg. 

Day after éay these children would sit 
on the fence and watch up the road for 
the returning soldier, When .they siw a

As the squads of soldiers ¢Tew farther 
apart, till there was only now and then 
one, weaker than the rest, the more in- 
tense grew the watch of this mother and 
children, and greater py far grew they in 
anxious suspense. 

So it went aan after day and night after 
night, till the mother’s hope Was gone 
and she broke down in/ tears. 


Passersby began’ to: pity the little fam- 


ily, and there was much wonder, for it 
was well known ‘that Charley had eseaped 
through the war and had started home, 

There was ly a stray squad passing 
now and then Qut the poor woman and the 
children still watched. Perhaps they would 
have wat i much lenger than they did 
but for WR oaent remark of a wareless 
man. This man let it drop in’ the. pres 
ence .of the chtldren that perhaps Char- 
ley had (\found = another home and 
another wife and that he _ never re- 
turn. 

This man.aas not a wicked man at heart 
and meant his remark more as a joke than 
otherwise; but it was no joking matter 
with the children. They told their mcther 
what they had heard and you may be sure 
that it was no joking matter with her, 
She burst into screams, She broke down 
under the sorrow, and despite everything 
that could be done, she died in ‘a few days, 
and folks said she djed of a broken heart. 

At the death of the mother thefe was 
much bitter feeling against Charley, but 
upon the day of the burial there came a 
revelation that changed the whole current 
of feeling and every heart went out in s0r- 
row for the stricken fanfily. 

There was no way for soldiers to return 
to their homes after the surrender but on 
foot. Charley had started out thus, end 
as he got nearer home the more anxious 
he became and the more diligent he was 
to seek near cuts. and this, when too late, 
explained the cause of his sad delay. 

He had arrived on the banks of the river 
just opposite his own house. He could 
see the lights from his own windows, but 
the night was dark and a storm was frag- 
ing. It was to be the greatast freshet ever 
known on Flint river and.the wind howled 
at such a rate that Charley knew his voice 
could never be heard on the other side, 

Anxious and impatient, he undertook to 
cross on a Jog and the angry waters got 
him in a whirl and dashed him to death 
against the rocks. His body was found in 
the driftwood at the bend on the very 
day that his wife was to be buried from 
a broken heart because he never returned. 
They were laid in one grave and sleep 
there today to verify the truth that war is 
a bad thing, and that fighting is not all of 
the sorrow that it brings to a country and 
a people.
